00) for the maintenance of winter roads. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid, and raise and appropriate the sum of four 
hundred eighty-seven dollars and seven cents ($487.07) 
for the same. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars. ($500.00) 
for the maintenance of town bridges.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charg- 
ed with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting in- 
voices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made fom statements obtained from 
depository banks. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Deficit: 
The current deficit decreased in 1954 from $2,051.- 
73 to $887.63, as shown by the following statement:

An appropriation of $2,051.73 to cover the entire 
amount of the prior year’s deficit was made in 1954, in 
accordance with the recommendation which was made 
in last year’s audit report. However, because of the 
budget deficit in 1954 only a partial reduction of the 
current deficit was made in that year.
